DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 1 , line 23, the recitation of "space between them" is unclear. It is not 
readily understood as to what "them" refers to. "Them" should be replace by what 
"them" actually refers to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vigander #4,188,157 Vigander discloses an 
underwater storage installation comprising a base 1 , at least one storage cell 2, at least 
one support column 3, a platform 4 and cryogenic supply and discharge pipes (not 
shown). The storage cell comprising an outer enclosure 13 made of concrete, a vapor 
barrier 23, a cryogenic liquid storage tank 1 1 which can be made of metal such as 
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stainless steel, and thermal insulation 12 carried in a second space. A drainage 
elements are provided for draining off water (see col. 6, lines 10-15). Furthermore, it is 
well known to provide transfer apparatus including a jib to allow transferring of liquids to 
an tanker/vessel. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vigander 
'1 57 in view of Cook #4,402,632. Vigander discloses all that is claimed except for the 
insulation comprising perlite or glass wool. Cook discloses the use of perlite 46 for 
insulation for LNG storage, see col. 3, line 65. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide perlite as insulation, since Cook teaches that perlite is 
suitable for accommodating the severe thermal gradient present when liquefied material 
is stored. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
